"The telegraph station at Bezikla 
also was demolished. 
"The bombardment was t arried out 
by nine ships, which advanced two 
miles up the straits."

Constantinople 
dispatch, 
dated 
March 2, received bv the Reuter Tele­ 
gram company by way of Amsterdam, 
confirms the announcement that s o m e 
of the forts on the European side of 
the Dardanelles have suffered severe­ 
ly by the fire of the allied battleships. 
"The British battleships." says this 
dispatch, "completely 
o tit ranged tha 
forts, the guns of which were unable 
to reply effectively, so that the battle­ 
ships Rained part of the desired ef­ 
fects. 
"The fleet has received reinforce­ 
ments and now more than forty big 
battleships 
are 
lying 
off 
the 
Dar­ 
danelles, besides a great number of 
small cruisers, torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers and other craft.” 
The admiralty issued the following 
report: 
"Four of the French battleships op­ 
erated off Dulair and bombarded the 
batteries and < omtnunicntions. 
"The operations at the entrance of 
the straits retread y n®|KMted have re­ 
sulted in the destruction of nineteen

mous vote the senate adopted a fj,uii- 
stitute for a joint resolution passed 
earlier 
in til«- house 
enlarging the 
pow;er of the 
president 
to prevent 
violations of the American neutrality 
by vessels leaving ports of the I tilt­ 
ed States with men or supplies foi 
belligerent warships. 
The 
senate 
substitute 
later 
was 
agreed to in the house. 
The resolu­ 
tion now goes to President Wilson foi 
his signature. 
The joint resolution adopted by the 
house authorizes the refusal of clear­ 
ance to American ships suspected of 
loading men or supplies for belliger 
cut 
warships. 
It also provides for 
the internment of foreign merchantmen 
engaging in such traffic and would im­ 
pose heavy penalties for violations. 
The resolution was drafted by ofli- 
cials of the department of justice and 
the state department. 
In the house the measure was put 
ihrough promptly, Republican Leader 
Mann joining Majority Leader Under­ 
wood in urging action without delay. 
The resolution is to take effect im­ 
mediately and continue "during the 
existence of a war to which the Unit­ 
ed States is not a party.”
